Increase Ohio 


Accident Toll 


19 Persons Killed 
Over W eekend in 
Various Incidents *

Two squirrel-hunting accidents, 
a freak mishap on a fishing ex­ 
pedition 
and 
the 
crashes 
of 
a 
midget race car and a go-cart on 
separate tracks provided five of 
Ohio’s 
on-traffic 
fatalities 
over 
the weekend. 
The state’s over all toll was at 
least 
19, 
including 
13 
highway 
deaths and another miscellaneous 
fatality. 
The only traffic crash to take 
more than one life in the 6 p.m. 
Friday to midnight Sunday p er­ 
iod was a two-car head-on collis­ 
ion near Fostoria in which a man 
and woman died. 
The hunting accidents killed a 
17-year-old 
Brown 
County youth 
and a 7-year-old Shelby County 
boy. In both cases the guns of 
their hunting companions acciden­ 
tally discharged. 
The younger boy was the unin­ 
tentional victim of his 12-year-old 
brother. The 17-year-old was shot 
when his com panion struck the 
trunk of a tree with a shotgun to 
dislodge a squirrel. The victims 
were the first two f a 'alkies of 
Ohio’s squirrel season which be­ 
gan last Monday. 
The death of a midget race car 
driver provided an unhappy end­ 
ing for the Wyandot County Fair. 
The victim ’s ca r hit another racer, 
flipped through the air and crash­ 
ed into a fence 
along 
the fair­ 
grounds track. 
At a private go • cart track near 
Norwalk, a Mansfield m an ’s go- 
cart struck a sim ilar vehicle d u r­ 
ing a r^ce. He was thrown into the 
c a r and his go -cart landed on him. 
He died in a hospital a half-hour 
later. 
A Cincinnati 
m an was fishing 
at a private lake n ear Lebanon 
when his car rolled down a slope 
Into the water. He apparently was 
pulled into the lake while trying 
to halt the ca r and rescue his two

Ohio Dems OK 


3 DiSalle Planks 


Platform Adopted 
At State Porley 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle won support 
from the D em ocratic state con­ 
vention on three of his four pro­ 
posals which he said should be in­ 
cluded as planks in the party plat­ 
form. 
The 4,000-word platform, adopt­ 
ed unanimously Saturday by only 
a handful of delegates as the final 
act of the two-day convention, in­ 
cludes DiSalle * requested planks 
providing: 
Support for hi* »dministrative 
edict against conflict of interest 
involving s ate officials. 
Support for his plea for more 
truthful reporting of election ca m ­ 
paign spending and limiting such 
expenditures. 
Firm backing for his fight 
to 
supplant the present “ replacem ent 
cost new” form ula—for figuring 
rate bases of utility companies— 
with * “ f*ir value” formula. 
But DiSalle failed to get con­ 
vention 
backing 
on 
a 
proposed 
plank to make crim inal conspiracy 
a felony under state law. The 1959 
legislature also turned him down 
on that proposal. 
The platform asked: “ What bet­ 
ter proof could be offered on a 
p a rty ’s trustw orthiness” than to 
com pare its 1958 platform with its 
record in office in the following 
iwo years? 
The 1958 platform , the Demo­ 
cratic docum ent asserted, made 34 
specific pledge*. And, it went on, 
31 are in effect either through 
changes in the law or by execu­ 
tive order. 
The 1960 platform did not make 
any apologies for the 1959 tax in­ 
creases approved by the Derno- 
cratic-controlled legislature. R ath­ 
er it noted: 
“ We are proud of (our) accom p­ 
lishments, We are equally proud 
that in fulfilling our pledges of 
1958 we have rescued Ohio from 
the 
fiscal 
irresponsibility 
Into 
which the previous administration 
and legislature had plunged it,”

“ We have not 
contended

do not 
contend now that these 
gains did not require money. They 
required a great deal of money 
We proudly include in our record 
of 
accom plishments the poli.c&l 
courage not only to support these 
program s, but also to raise the

They 
talk of a curious "zoo” of nuclear 
particles detected within or com­ 
ing from the cores of atoms. They 
ponder the meaning. 
Is this all beyond the under­ 
standing of the average citizen? 
By no means, at least in brdad 
outline of this fascinating inner 
universe. As a 
caution, 
through 
some of it may seem preposter­ 
ous, but simply’ because it oesn’t 
fit our usual concepts of common 
sense 
To begin, an atom is similar to 
a miniature solar system. 
It has a nucleus (like a sun) 
with electrons (like planets) whirl­ 
ing about it. Electrons form the 
outer shell, giving the atom shape 
and form.

kinds of pieces of matter — the 
proton, and the neutron. Proons 
the neutron no charge. Both weigh 
about the same. An atom has one 
circling electron, 
with a negative 
charge, for every proion in the 
core. 
Atoms make up all the known 
102 chemical elements. 
Wondrously, the only differen­ 
ce between an atom of gold and 
an atom of silver — or any other 
atom — is the total number of 
protons and neutrons in the core 
(with a circling electron for each 
proton). 
The simplest 
atom, 
hydrogen 
has just one proton and one elec­ 
tron. Oxygen has 16 protons and 
neutrons.

The implication of the allegation was that 
tire fewer in the profession, the higher the 
income'm the individual.

Schools have always had as many students 
as they were equipped to accommodate. 
Medical schools, which began expand­ 
ing a decade ago to make room for a rush 
of students, now find that applications 
have dropped a third from the 22.000 in 
1950. Hundreds of small communities whi­ 
ch formerly had doctors ate dependent on 
nearby cities tor medical service. 
Though the medical profession found it 
necessary to cut of 4.000 European 
and 
Asian internes in hospitals .because they 
could not be licensed for reasons of train­ 
ing and because of language difficulties, 
doctors and hospitals continue to be con­ 
cerned about the dearth of s t u d e n t appli­ 
cants. 


The chief drawback to a young man 
choosing a medical profession is the mount­ 
ing cost of education. This is estimated at 
$47,000 for a general practitioner and $64 - 
000 for a specialist. And if these figures 
continue to increase, the cost at the end of 
a decade of schooling and training would 
be much higher The thought of asumming 
such a debt — if it can be assumed — det­ 
ers many a student. 
This is a problem to be solved as much 
as possible by scholarships and loans on 
long terms. Certainly a vast undermanmng j 
of the medical profession is too serious 
to leave unsolved.
